The ereed so put forth
meets with strong opposition, not only
from the orthédox but even such a con-
firmed rationalist as Dr. Felix Adler,
one of tha most able Jews in this coun-
try, who eriticises with some severity
the “new departure,”” What may be the
result only time can tell, but the exi-
genoe is one that was sure to arise when
intelligence wae spread and intolerance
ceased to be vindictive. Many Chris-
tians, stroug in the belief that the Mes-
siabship of Jesus will one day be acknowl-
edged by the Jews, regard the dispute as
s beginning of eventa that will result in
the most momentous cODSeqUEnCES.
Theyr regard the attitude of the Pitts-
burg reform rabbis as & negative assault
upon Judsism as it has been, denying
many of its afirmations, and they specu-
late upon a reformed affirmative as sure
to come ultimately, which will recoguize
Jesus as the originator and true leader
ot a Jewish reform that will mature into
Christian excellence. Many Christians
extend their speculations still farther.
and believe that when the Jew joins the
Gentile in Christian faith, he will pro-
test agninst the deviations of the churches

INMUULATION FoOR YELLOW-FEVER,
Seientists have for some years been
experimenting with a view to discover a
means of preventing epidemics as small
pox is prevented, by the use of inocula-
tion in some form. Io some cases very
promising results have been obtwined
among animals, especially by M. Pasteur,
the great French experimentalist, who
is confident thut bhe bas discoverd a way
of counteracting the effects of a bive from
a mad dog. It was believed during the
late cholera epidemic in Spain that by
inoeulation with cholera miciobes 2
means of preventing that disease had
bheen discovered, but the results were so
unsstisfietory that a commission of med-
ical examiners pronounced the attempt
a fsilure. Mueh attention has been ex-
vitad by an inoeculation process employed
by Dr. Friere, in connection with yellow-
fevar. and which has produced striking
results in Mexico and South America
The New Orleaus Fieayunesays: “From
all the information at hand it is evident
that the experiments at inoculation for
vellow-fever are not without good results
and the testimony is very strong to show
that & remedy against this dreaded dla-
ease has been fonnd at last. So strik-
ing have been the results Dr. Friere hax
obitained that Dr. Holt, the president oj
the Board of Health of New Orleans, has
recommended that a commission be sent
from the United States to places where
the Friere inceulation has been applied
during vellow fever epidemics, so that, il
ovcasion should unhappily arise, our own
country may profit by the discovery.
The Cotton Exchange of New Orleans
has formally expressed its approbation
of Dr. Helt's proposition, which, no
doubt, will be carided out on applieation
to Congress to supply the means to do so,
The watter is cns of national importance
in view of the public hesith and of the
requirements of trade.

A FARM LABORER'S

Expérience on a Southern Farm Work-
ing on Shares and by the Year,

What Must Be Deneo by Farmer's to

Make the Labor More Contented,
v

To the Editors of the Appeal:

Heexaxpo, Miss., December 7, —Gentle-
men: I read your article in Saturday's
Arrsar on BSouthermAgricultural Labor,
Allow me to thank you for the generous

and intelligent !:Fuﬁom therein. Al
though not & colord man, I belong to the
class of Southern agricultural lsborers,
With an experience of mine years on a
Southern farm, I must gay there is much
room for improvement, espedially in the
direction your suggestions point. In the
meantime I will say little of the colored
laborer. 1maysay I have been closely
connected with him, as a fellow hireling

also on the share system. I have found
almoet invariably that he very much dis
likes to hire for wages for any lengthy pe-
riod. He will hire by the day, sometimes
by the month, but very seldom for a year.
I have often aeked them the reason of this.
If they give any reason at all it is mostly
this: IfI hire by the wear I can’t get
away if I want a holiday or bave a little
business to attend to; got to work in the
rain, in the cold and in the long hot days
in summer when everybody else
has gone fishing, and them very
likely get nothing at the end of the year.
Il am a single man, snd my first experi-
ence on a Southern farm was raising cot-
ton on the shares—we call it “keeping
bach”—that ‘is I did my own cooking and
lived in a little cabin by mysell. 1 started
in March, with §22 in cash, and at Christ-
mas started ont with about thirty bushels
of cotton-seed for my share of the crop.
Bat the farmers here refer to that vear us
the year of the flood. 1 felt a little dis-
coursged, and was about to abandon South-
ern farming, when a neighboring farmer
asked me owme day what my intentions
ware for next vear. 1 had a slight sc-
quaintance with him, end thought him a
good, equare gort of man. I knew him lo
be & member of the church, and that be
rmyed very lond and very long, and 1 be-
jevad he wounld do what he said he wounld.
He made me an offer of a stipnlated sum
it I wonld hire to him for the vear,
no deduction for anything, nniess in the
event of a protracted sickness. 1 was not
sick. Well, 1 filled the contract, but the
seltlement was far trom aatigfactory to me.
Hisexcuses were: “Waell,you was not such
& worker as I thought yon was. Yon did
not do much after the crop was laid by,
You lost several hall days,” and 8o on.
However, I was giad to settle with him on
his own terms, which was some $20 less
than he agreed to pay me. I bad to take
his note for what he wae willing to pay
me, sod Lad to give that to a lawyer for
collection, which made it §5 less. Very dis-
counraging on behall of the year system;
nevertheless, 1 have stuck to it with the
excaption of one vear, and I fiod it suits
me beat, as it sécures a home for a while,
al least. You say in your article: “They
[the farmers] must also see that the labor-r
18 contenled, by atteation to his comforts
and wellare.” [ am eorry to say that the
almost total neglect of ijis comicris and
wellare is the cansze of much discontent
on the part of the laborer. In some
places I have had to take a quilt to
tho cotton-honse to eleep there “till we
get & plecs fixed for you" (which took
sil the year to fix), In some other places I
bad to go to the barn or some rickety old
eabin, half full of potatoes. peas old barrels,
plowe or old farniture, sometimes withoat
a fireplace. Y ou say also if Sonthern farm-
ers desire satisfactory labor they must
look lor it elsewhere than from ignorance.
Now# you hit the mark, but my experience
tezches me that the intelligence of the la-
borer does not receive the appreciation it
deserver. In some cases, where the
farmer ie & man of intelligence himsell, it
does, but with the majority it does not.
When seme of the progressive farmers get
an improved implement yonm may ask
them, “Well, won't it take a man with
gocd judgment to run it?"" They will
tall you, “Oh, no; I can take any man

aond in palf a day I can learn him tmw to

run it,” Ope of these know-it-all fallows,

you know. And let me tell you, I have

lived with but one man who wss a

regular enbacriber to agricultaral Hierature

of soy description. I hava had them

tell me, **No, no, no book farming in mine.

Now il some man hes made & spegial
stady of raising peaches, another of grapes,
anotner of potatoes, gnother of corn, and
g3 on throngh the various agricultursl

products, who is thers, T ask, ao well able

totell ns how to do it &8 well as how not
to do it, expecially il their stady has besn
condacted with intelligence and means?

And yet it s only ashort time ego since
farmers themselves were quite indifferent
to the assistance which scientific inves:i-
gation offered them. Letthe f{armer cob-
sider, for instance, the principles of etock
breading. The etock breeder has eome
clear snd definite aim in view, and onght
to understand the sursst meana of attain-
ingit. The experience of any one man
will go but a little way toward acquiring a
knowiedge ol these priociples; indeed,
hia whole lifstime withont the assistance
of others wonld fail to enlighten him.
Hence I advocate the encoursgerpent !
sgricultoral literature smonp EBouthesn
farmers, not only for uis own and his
family use, bat ior the use of his hired
man, and if he is alive to his own
interest he will ewap ideas with his
hired rman which may be of much
bene6t to both. Don't stand gn your
dignity, bot eet agpride of the fence
onee In awhile, and talk with him about
Olr ¢orn, our oats and eo on: give him an
interest in it; ask him about his wants,
and his tastes for emnsements,and give him
a chance (o hear and see once in awhile,
aod in conclasion I will give you the
key-note of his contentment, and thast is,
make him dead certain eure of his wages
whatever yon may have promised hiw,
and more especially if he had seitlement
troubles before you hired him, and my
word for it if be is the rizht kind of man
he will be worth more than yon pay him.
1 haﬁa you wi | not consider me trespass-
ing, but I have wanted to say something
liks this for & loog time, and I hope wyou
will think over it {f you do not think il
worth a place in your paper, again thank-
yon for your kludﬂy interest.

by Eating an Underdome
Ham.

The Disease Prononnced Genuine by the
Health Authorities, After a Cares
ful Examinatien.

Intense Safferings of the Vietlms—Pe
culiar Symptoms of the
Malady.

On Monday the son William
was sattacked; on the following
Wednesday Bertha began  to suffer
and on Friday Oscar took his turn, leaving
Amelia and Emo.a the only weil mem-
of the lamily. To-dsy all had so far
recovered as to be able to go about except
Mrs. Weitzel and Bertha, who are still
very weak. Outside of the family Mrs,
Pierce is unable to move, and Jobn Law-
son and his wife were both attacked. The
latter is better, but the former is euffering
intensely. Moses Simon's suflerings be-
gan last Satnrday. The Health Depart-
ment had the case in hand to-day. Un-
fortunately, no scrap of the ham can be
found for analysis. The physicians called
2ll pronounced it mzlarial fever, but the
genersl beliel is now that it is genaine
trichinosis,

Dr, Bdson of the Health Department
made an examination to-day of the per-
sons and prononnces them well defihed
csses of trichinosis. Six additional per-
sons were fonnd sick to-day who had at-
tended the same party and become vie-
tims of trichinosis. This brings the nam-
ber op to filteen. They are Moaes Simon,
znme dealer; Joseph Hatnick, porter; John

A Meeting of Two of Forrest's Command
Whoe Saw Service Togothor,

Fort Worth (Tex.) Gazette: (ol
Thomas W. Harris and Edwin Gholson
of Holly Springs, Miss..two able lawyers,
have lately come to our eity to locate
and practice their profession. Col. Har-
ris was an officer of the rank mentioned
in Gen. Forrest's famous eommand, and
carries am empty sleeve in remombrance
of it. The c-r’unel was astonished yes-
terday to meet an old comrade here, one
who was also an officer in Forrest’s com-
mand, and one who, twenty-three years
ago, was as dashing and brave a soldier
as Southern chivalry produced. This
was Maj. T. B. Sheridan, well kunown in
our city ss an old time journalist, who
was in 1576 and 1577 connected with the
Standard in this eity. The meeting
Was. in some respeois, a sad one, and the
major’s eyes filled with tearsas he grasped
the hand of Col. Harris, who had shared
the toils, privations snd glories of several
campaigus, but the geotlemen were glad
to meet once wore. (ol Harris, a sehol-
arly and courteous gentleman, related in
a feeling manner to a reporter the cause
of the major's present erippled condition.
Maj. Sheridan was io the front line of
battle, riding a splendid horse, when a
shell struck the horse and exploded kill-

ing the animal and throwing the major
against a tree, injuring his right leg. The
contact coming on the major's head came
near killing him. Col. Harris says after
the war was evded Gen. Forrest was
walking on the streets of Memphis whes
he saw Maj, Sheridan on the sidewalk,
and, ronming to him, threw his arms
around him and gave him a liters] hug.

BTORM ON THE ISTHMUS.

Fourteen sailing veesels were driven
ashore. The railway is under water, and
there will ba no trains unitil late to-dsy or
to-morrow. All the steamers bere left
baving put oot to sea on the approsch of
the storm. The mails will be late in leav-
ing.

The Minoeapolis Milling Intercsts

Misxearors, Mixs, December 88—
There were nine flour mills started yestar-
day, including the largest, as well as three
of the smuliest ones. Those milla have a
capacity of about 16,000 barrels in twenty-
four hours, bat it is not now possible to
push them to that poiut. Whan the mills
were opened it was foand that owing to an
ice gorge, or low etage of the river, the
water drew down seventy-sight feet and
they cou!d not all run. On this account
the output will probably be limited to
5000 barrels per daz for ashort time, The
number of cars of wheat in sight in Min-
neapolis yesterday inclnded 1138 on eide-
tracks in the city, ninety-eight on side-
tracks outside, and seventy-nine on mov-
ing trains dus here in twenty-four hours,
making atotal of 1315. This shaws the re-
duction of about 1000 cars irom the high-
est number in sight al one time a few
weeks ago.
